F. A. Dubois, superinten- 
dent of the Lower Merion 
High School District, announ- 
ced today that: the Technical 
Division of the Lower Merion 
Senior ?Iigh School will be 
opened to accommodate any 
veteran who wants to take 
vocational training. This 
school was built in 1942 at 
the cost of $350,000 and has 
room for 125 men. 

Under the director of the Tech- 
nical Division. Russell S. McGrath. 
classes will be given in drafting, 
both architectural and mechani- 
cal: general machinist, tool mak- 
ing, machine tool operation, elec- 
tric and gas welding, motor mecli- i 
anics, and electrical construction 
and maintenance. 

The program wi" begin immedi- 
ately upon the signing of con-- 
tracts between the government 
and the school district. Dubois 
announced. He added that con- 
tracts with the Veterans' Admin- 
istration were already in operation 
lor those student veterans who! 
wished to take their high school: 
education along with their voca- 
tional training.

Dies Suddenly In 
Physician's Office

George W. Brown, 65. 19 Bala 
Ave., Bala, Lower Merion Town- 
ship and Montgomery County of- 
ficial, died suddenly Thursday 
morning in the office of a Phila- 
delphia physician. 

Mr. Brown, oldest Commissioner 
in point of service in Lower Mer- 
ion. who several weeks ago was 
elected to the Vice Presidency of 
the Commission, also was clerk 
of the Montgomery County Re- 
tirement Board, with offices in the 
Court House. 

When he reported for work at 
the Court House "Wednesday. Mr. 
Brown complained to fellow em- 
ployes of exhaustion. He left the 
Court House early to visit the of- 
fice of his family physician. 

Thursday morning he went to 
Philadelphia, to visit the office of 
Dr. Wayne T. Killian, 4501 Spruce 
St.. a heart specialist, and while 
there was stricken suddenly and 
died almost instantly. 

Mr. Brown was one of the best 
known employes in the Court 
House and his pleasant personal- 
it and affability made him one of 
the most popular. He had been

The month of January 1946 
opens the door to a world more 
dangerous than any ever faced 
before and yet one teeming with 
possibilities that seemed ten years 
ago to be the wildest dreams of 
romantic fiction.

Vets Enrollment 
Increases 26% 

Figures Include 
Disabled Men Taking: 
Practical Training- 

Mid-Winter enrollment of vet- 
erans in schools and on-the-job 
training increased 26 per cent 
during the month of December to 
establish a total in-training fig- 
ure of 131,398, it was announced 
by the Veterans Administration. 
This is an actual increase in en- 
rollment of 27,872 over the De- 
cember 1 figure of 103.526. On 
January 1. 1945, there were only 
22,223 veterans going to school 
and learning on-the-job. 

The recently-approved amend- 
ments to the Servicemen's Read- 
justment Act of 1944 (the G. I. 
Bill) providing, among other 
things, for increased subsistance 
allowances and removing age re- 
strictions and declaring that bene- 
fits received under the law would 
not be deducted from any possible 
future bonus, will result in addi-: 
tional thousands of veterans tak- 
ing training, VA officials said. 

There are now 91,176 veterans 
attending school and taking train- 
ing under the Servicemen's Re- 
adjustment Act and 40,222 dis- 
abled veterans taking advantage 
of training under Public Law 16.

Needs of Veterans 
Subject of Talk 
By V. A. Executive 

Max Schlepp Spoke 
Tuesday to Church 
Men's League 

Veterans want community help 
and understanding, but they, do 
not want charity, Max Schlepp, 
radio division chief of the Veter- 
an's Administration, told a gath- 
ering of veterans and churchmen 
at the' Ardmore Presbyterian 
Church's Men's League on Tues- 
day evening. 

Schlepp, a Marine veteran of 
both World Wars, and wounded in 
action two years ago in the South 
Pacific, explained the new Veter- 
an's Administration decentraliza- 
tion policy as set-up by General 
Omar N. Bradley. 

"Bradley has charge of the 
equivalent of 115 infantry divi- 
sions and he has control of funds 
amounting to $4,400,000,000 or the 
equivalent of the entire budget of 
the United States government be- 
fore the depression," Schlepp said. 
"Gen. Bradley followed the pat- 
tern used by the Civil Service and 
Treasury departments and set up 
13 branch offices throughout the 
country, with the heads responsi- 
ble to him alone." 

Schlepp further explained that 
Brigadier General Robert Wilson 
had charge of the tri-state area 
which included Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey and Delaware. This area 
has more servicemen and veterans 
than any other similar area in the 
entire country. 

"The government can pay the 
expenses and foot the bills of ex- 
servicemen and their families, but 
there is nothing that will help 
them become a part of the com- 
munity faster than the commun- 
ity's acceptance of the veterans' 
problems and aid in their solu- 
tion," he declared. 

Amplifying his statements, 
Schlepp pointed out that each 
man feels out of the swing of 
things until some members of the 
community in which he lives gives 
him concrete help instead of just 
a pat on the back.

Handicaps To Employment 

(EDITOR'S NOTE: This is the second of a series of two articles 
written for the Haverford Township News by H. D. Hassall, of Brooklinc. 
The articles are concerned with job placement for the physically handi- 
capped veterans.) 

The Extent of the Problem 

How many disabled persons are there in the United 
States? Generalized industrial statistics are relatively worth- 
less in determining the number of such people, inasmuch as 
the stringency of some standards and the thoroughness of 
examination operate to include in this category conditions 
which are more or less minor from the standpoint of indus- 
trial productiveness.

proached an unnecessarily high 
point. This is illustrated by a 
study of physical examination 
procedures of more than 2,000 in- 
dustrial plants by the National 
Association of Manufacturers. This 
survey disclosed a wide variation 
in the physical examination re- 
quirements for employment. The 
most representative rejection rates 
fell between 2 and 3 per cent, and 
28 per cent of the Plants rejected 
less than 1 per cent of the appli- 
cants. On the other hand, many 
plants were rejecting an excessive 
proportion of applicants, as 15 per 
cent of all plants rejected from 
6 to 10 per cent of their applicants 
and 7 per cent rejected from 11 
to 50 per cent. 

In another study of the causes 
of rejection in a number of plants, 
such handicaps as hernia, hyper- 
tension, defective vision and or- 
thopedic defects made up two- 
thirds of all rejections. The rejec- 
tion rates in these plants ranged 
from 0.7 to 16 per cent. (Manual 
of Industrial Hygiene, W. B. 
Saunders, Philadelphia. 1943.) 

One estimate, based upon a na- 
tional health survey, states that 
there are about eight million men 
and almost as many women, of 
working age, suffering from some 
degree of physical handicap that 
ordinarily would make it difficult 
or impossible for them to obtain 
employment. Of the eight million 
en, seven million are capable of 
working without rehabilitation. 
Many are not, working because of 
failure of industry to take advan- 
tage of their abilities. Other esti- 
ates place the figure as low- as two 
million to three million persons 
available for employment. Regard- 
less of these variations, it is cer- 
tain that the civilian labor -sup- 
ply includes several millon per- 
sons classifiable as physically 
handicapped, and further, that 
the ratio of this type of person 
to the able-bodied incrases during 
wartime, because of induction of 
the able-bodkd into the Armed 
Forces, the release of disabled vet- 
erans by the Services, and the 
civlian increase due to accidents 
and disease. 

The percentage of fatalities in 
the American Forces during 
World War II was reported to be 
considerably less than the World 
War 1 rate. Advances in surgical 
treatment of battle injuries, med- 
ical organization, blood plasma 
and new drugs saved the lives of 
many combatants. But the greater 
saving of life, under such circum- 
stances, means that, proportion- 
ately, more service men return 
crippled or maimed. To (his size- 
able total must be added tre large 
number who return with systemic 
disabilities or as mental casuali- 
ties. 

Moreover, it is estimated that 
year in the United States eight 
hundred thousand persons become 
permanently disabled through 
congenial defects, accidental in- 
jury or disease. Despite safety ed- 
ucation and safety campaigns, 
about one hundred thousand per- 
manent disabilities orcur in in- - ■ 

dustry, .and one hundred seventy j tion in the Customs House, Fhiia- 
thousand permanent disabilitits ' delphia. 



proximately 75% of the eight 
hundred thousand are so slightly 
or so moderately impaired that 
their functional activity is not 
effected or is reduced so that they 
are able to return to or to enter 
employment. One-fourth of the 
remainder are so seriously dis- 
abled that they remain perman- 
ently unemployable, and approxi- 
mately another quarter are either 
under or over the age of employ- 
ability. The remainder, approxi- 
mately one hundred to one hun- 
dred ten thousand, are employable 
bv rehabilitation. 
"The opportunity to demonstrate 
his ability has been the most dif- 
ficult hurdle for the handicap- 
ped person. Focusing all the at- 
tention upon the disability or the 
handicap rather than evaluation 
of the ability has operated as a 
bar to employment. Industry's re- 
luctance, in the past, to use han- 
dicapped workers has been due to 
excessively high standards for 
employment, coupled with erron- 
eous impressions of poor produc- 
tivity, excessive accident prone- 
ness. chronic absenteeism, etc. 
There was also fear that handi- 
capped persons required constant 
special treatment and sympathy, 
and in some cases there was a 
repugnance on the art of fellow 
employes toward them. There 
have, of course, been numerous 
cases of industries re-employing 
their own industrial cripples, but 
often in lower paying, opportun- 
ity-less jobs. 

It would be utterly fallacious to 1 
retend that all handicapped per- I 
sons are equally efficient in all 
jobs, or that they have as much 
abilitv for all physical activities 
or work conditions as the able- 
bodied. It must also be recognized 
that such persons, improperly \ 
placed are likely to suffer damage j 
to health or to have more acci- 
dents or more severe injuries 
than a normal healthy worker. 
The principle of selective place- 
ment in which the various factors 
of ability, safety and health are 
given proper consideration as- 
sures results of a satisfactory 
nature. 

Manv of the prejudices against 
disabled workers and opinions re- 
garding their work ability have 
been based unon conjecture and 
isolated examples rather than 
controlled statistical studies. To 
fill the need for factual informa- 
tion, several studies have been 
undertaken in the recent, past. 
The general results of studies 'un- 
dertaken to date indicate that, 
when properly selected, trained; 
and placed, the handicapped 
worker is likely to excel his able- 
bodied fellow workman, but when 
improperly placed, his production 
and safety sutler.

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vide parking lots," Dreher stated, 
"but should charge those who 
would benefit, instead of raising 
the township taxes." 

Thorington stated that in 1941, 
the commissioners had received 
a report from the Planning Com- 
mission but had been forced to 
halt further study of parking be- 
cause of the war. He cited the 
recent changes in the zoning ordi- 
nances as proof that.the board is 
aware of the problem. He said: 

"The commissioners are fully 
aware that the problem exists and 
are willing to cooperate. We are 
hopeful of reaching a solution as 
soon as possible." 

Thorington added that private 
parking lots were only a tempor- 
ary solution to the problem. 

Ralph Dunn, chairman of a 
committee of the Narberth Busi- 
ness Association that is attempt- 
ing to solve the problem in Nar- 
berth, stated that the group was 
acking that Haverford Ave. be 
made a one way street, for a 30- 
day experimental period in Nar- 
berth. Plans for enforcing the 
one-hour parking limit on the 
Borough's main streets are being 
formulated, he said. 

Situation To Get Worse 

Stating that the problem in- 
volves more than daytime conges- 
tion, Julius Zieget told the group 
that to make any headway coop- 
eration, study and changes are 
necessary. In discussing the park- 
ing lot idea, 

"The situation will probably get 
worse if nothing is done about it 
soon," he added. "The traffic 
problem must also be faced, and 
the time to face all phases of the 
problem is now," he said. 

A resident of Penn Valley, and 
president of the Curtis Publishing 
Company, Walter D. Fuller, stated 
that Lower Merion should provide 
parking areas near business dis- 
tricts. Parking meters he stated, 
may accomplish certain measures, 
but are not favored by everyone. 

Argument For Parking Meters 

Citing the income from meters 
in other municipalities, Fuller 
stated that the revenue received 
from them would, in all possibil- 
ity provide the income necessary 
to start parking lots. The money 
would also cover the cost of the 
necessary police work involved in 
enforcing the parking limit. 

"Parking meters," he said, "in- 
sure a rapid turnover, provide an 
accurate check on the parking 
limit, cut illegal parking and also 
provide a source of income." 

Fuller read statistics showing 
that while parking meters in sev- 
eral surrounding townships were 
met with disfavor, after the trial 
period had expired, the merchants 
as well as the townspeople en- 
dorsed them as a boon to the 
community. 

Fuller listed five measures sug- 
gested by the Planning commis- 
sion that would help solve the 
problem: To start the use of 
parking meters; to stimulate off- 
the-street parking; to provide pri- 
vate off-the-street parking; to 
provide public off-the-street park- 
ing and to continue time limit 
parking, enforced by police. 
Bala Merchants' Stand 

In answer to 'the parking meter 
question, Joseph Conway, presi- 
dent of the Bala Businessmen's 
Association, stated that the group 
was presenting a petition to the 
commissioners protesting the in- 
stallation of meters in the Bala 
business section. 

"We are not ready for meters 
yet." Conway stated. "We are too 
near Philadelphia which has no 
meters and there is no space for 
parking lots as yet."

Civic Association; Walter E. Ros- 
engarten, township engineer, and 
John T. Messert, president of the 
Ardwood Civic Association. 

Parking meters, off-the-street 
parking lots and rigid enforcement 
of parking regulations were sug- 
gested Tuesday night as solutions 
for the fast-growing traffic con- 
gestion which js already choking 
Lower Merion Township's three 
major business districts of Ard- 
more, Bryn Mawr and Bala-Cyn- 
wyd.

When mentioning the one-hour 
parking limit, Dunn stated that 
this period of time was thought 
to be suitable for the current 
conditions in the stores. In nor- 
mal times, half-hour limits were 
desired, he said. 

Members of Council revealed, 
however, that in 1939, a survey 
of the traffic conditions in the 
Borough was made by engineers 
of the Keystone Automobile Club 
at the request of the Business 
Association. 

As a result of that survey, half- 
hour limits were tried for a 30- 
day trial period. At the end of 
that time, the merchants were 
the first to ask that the limit be 
removed. 

Burgess Richard L. Miller 
pointed out that while the park- 
ing limits already in effect are 
being enforced as strictly as pos- 
sible by the present police force, 
some violations are bound to go 
unnoticed. He added that trying 
to enforce half-hour limits was 
out of the question with the pres- 
ent force of only five men. He 
suggested the elimination of all 
parking on one side of both Hav- 
erford, and Narberth Aves. 

William P. Davies, council 
member, suggested one way traf- 
fic on Haverford Ave., between 3 
and 6 P. M. The suggestion of a 
test period of 30 days of elimin- 
ating parking on Haverford Ave., 
between Narberth Ave. and Essex 
Ave., between 4 and 6 P. M. was 
made by Dunn. 

In discussing the parking lot 
problem, Council member William 
S. Thompson stated that in his 
opinion, the Council could provide 
a lot to be operated on a charge 
basis, open to all with a certain 
part to be set aside for the mer- 
chants' cars and trucks. A lot 
could not be obtained for the ex- 
clusive use of the merchants, he 
added. 

Davies suggested the lot on 
Haverford Ave., below the bank 
building could be used as a park- 
ing lot. This lot, on which there 
is an old barn, is only two blocks 
from the center of the shopping 
district. 

The fact that the Borough is 
legally able to -obtain lots for 
parking lot purposes was ascer- 
tained by Borough Solicitor Hen- 
ry A. Frye. 

Council president, Walter A. 
Fox. recommended the Borough 
retain a traffic engineer to deter- 
mine the extent of the problem 
and to supply plans for future 
discussion, when Councilman 
Henry Carr stated that, "the 
problem is entirely too great for 
Council or anyone else to settle. 
It would require an engineer to 
say how traffic can be rerouted." 

Rerouting of the buses on 
Haverford Ave., would require the 
granting of permission from the 
company operating the buses and 
the Public Utility Commission. 
Frye stated. This idea was tried 
some years ago. and was found 
unsatisfactory, he added. 

Dunn, along with « Howard F. 
Cotter, Jr., president of the Bus- 
iness Association, advocated a 
trial period for their suggestions. 

While no definite action was 
taken at the meeting, Fox stated: 
"Council is anxious to cooperate 
to the extent of its ability. How- 
sver, there are limits in both fi- 
nancial and material matters. 
Council is very sympathetic to the 
fact that Narberth residents, as 
well as the surrounding areas 
must have a good shopping area." 

Fox asked Dunn and his com- 
mittee to hold further discussions 
and to present their findings at 
the next meeting of the Council.

AN ORDINANCE 
LEVYING TAXES AND ADOPTING A 
BUDGET FOR THE FISCAL YEAR OF 
1946. AND RELATING TO OTHER 
FISCAL MATTERS OF THE BOROUGH 
OF NARBERTH: 

THE COUNCIL OF THE BOROUGH 
OF NARBERTH DOES ORDAIN: 

SECTION 1. That the tax rate of the 
Borough for the fiscal year of 1946 be 
fixed at elEhteen ($.018) mills on each 
dollar of assessed valuation levied 
against all properly and male persons 
subject to Borough taxation; thirteen 
and three hundred fifty-one thousandth 
($.013351) mills thereof for General Bor- 
ough purposes, one (S.001) mill of which 
to be applied toward new fire appar- 
atus; three ($.003) mills thereof for 
Fire Protection: one and ninety-four 
thousandths (S.001094) mills thereof to 
nay Electoral Debt, service and Sinking 
Fund levies; five hundred fifty-five 
thousandths (S.OOCE55) of a mill for 
Ccuncilmanlc Debt Service and Sinking 
Fund levies; provided if either the Fire 
Protection levy, the Electoral or Coun- 
cllmanlc Sinking Fund and Debt Ser- 
vice levies shall not be sufficient, the 
additional funds therefore are hereby 
appropriated from the General Fund: 
and provided further, that revenues for 
Debt Service or other special taxes shall 
be deposited as special funds for those 
purposes.
